'*A8 a writer, aa a port, there were 
few in the literaiy world of London 
(in tbe forties) who bad nut beard of 
Sarah Fkiwer Adams, the gifted wo 
man to whom all Christendom today 
pays homage in its love for her im- 
mortal hymn, "Nearer My God to 
Thee," writes Clifford Howard in the 
February Ladies' Home Journal. ''It 
was written in 1840, and had subse- 
quently been set to music by Eliza 
Flower, and included in a collection 
of hymns written and composed by 
the two sisters. Only within that 
year had their book of 'Hymns and 
Anthenis' been published, and the 
hymn that was destined to inspire the 
world bad then been heard but once 
or twice, and within thewalttof a 
single chnrdi— South Falaee Chapel, 



**It was not, however, until after 
the year iseo, when the present well- 
known tune was composed for it by 

Dr. Lowell Mason, of New York, that 
the hymn attained its widespread 
popularity. Up to that time it had 
attracted but little notice. Through 
the spirit of Doctor Mason's sympa- 
thetic music, it was quickened into 
glorious life and brought within the 
reach of every congregation and every 
christian soul. But this was long af- 
ter the author of the hymn bad pass- 
ed away. She died in 1848, without 
knowing of the triumph and the glo- 
ry that awaited her woilc. ^er grave 
in the Uttle village of her birth is un- 
martEed by any monument to her 
fame."

The challenge was promptlv 
accej)ted and the contest took place in 
the naval academy gymnasium, and 
was conducted according to the inter- 
national fencing regulations, says thf 
New York Tribune.

inelnded Ensigns Boy and Franquet 
from the Cedlle and Enaign Pertm 
from the Suehet. On the Amerieaa 
team were Naval Cadets Adolphna An 
draws, of Texas; Lewis B. McBrlde, ol 
Pennsylrania, and Sidney M. Henry, oi 
New York. 

There were nine bouts, of which the 
Americans won seven. In points the 
Americans scored 32 and the visitors 18 
The naval cadets felt confident before 
the contest began that they would win 
and were anxious to have the .\merican 
public know that they are able to cope 
successfully with Frenchmen in the art 
which has its highest development in 
France. 

The pleasing feature of the contest 
was the friendly sfririt which prevailed 
From beginning to end both partie; 
were generous and courteous rivals 
The Frenchmen took their defeat with 
French politeness, and the Americans 
did not gloat over their vietory. 

Reaiateriaa Milliontha of a Seeond. 

In a recent lecture at the Royal Insti- 
tution, London, Sir Andrew Noble men- 
tioned that in experiments with high 
power explosives used in guns a ehron- 
oseope had been employed which reg 
istered the velocity of t4ie projectile at 
16 successive points before it left the 
bore. It waa possible with this appa- 
ratus to regiater time to the nrilUonth 
of a aeeoed. .'In the older experiments, 
where tlM the velocity did* not exceed 
1,806 or MOO feet per aecond, the pro- 
jectile recorded its time by knocking 
down a series of steel triggers project- 
ing into the bore. I3ut with velocities of 
2,500 feet and more per second, the trig- 
ger, instead of dTopping, frequently 
plowed a groove in tl»# projectile, and 
another device was necessary. — Youth's 
Companion.
